Wk and tha Custom Honso returns 
have already shown that during tbo year 
1868 this Colony sent away to foreign 
parts about 5460,000 for the purpose of 
porcbaaing eatables, and that the Govern- 
ment received the importation thereof in 
the shape of Customs Dues tho not trifling 
sum of $76,000. Now, as tbo total 
amonot of revenue from Customs received 
during 1868 was §350,000, it will be 
seen that about ooe-Gfth part, or say 
tvrenty per cent, of this aum was obtained 
from the duties levied Qpoa the food im- 
ported. These figures indicate pretty 
clearly how it hsppens that the Govern- 
meut receives so large a revenue from 
such a small number of peoplej evidently 
becsose the latter produce go little and 
coDsame so much, this observation ap- 
plying to other articles besides produce. 
Wo have already shown that three or 
four hnndred industrious farmers (and 
farmery prcsupposo wives and families) 
would raise in two or throe years all tho 
eatables the Colony require for their own 
consomption, and consequently that, 
ccvtaris paribus, the importation of those 
pariicQlar articles and the 570,000 de- 
rived therefrom by the Government, would 
come to an end. It would therefore 
seem ns through tho greater the produc- 
tion of eatables and the more prosperous 
tho country, the less the incomo of the 
Government would become, for if four 
hnndred people raised in the country tho 
Btnff which before importation brought 
to tho Government $75,000, it could 
hardly be expected that those four bun. 
dred people would yield to the Govern- 
ment $76,000 upon what they consumed. 
The Government then may imagine, that 
the way to keep up its income or revenue 
ia to disooarage the production at least of 
food, but to enconrago mining, whether 
of gold, silver, or coal, and lumbering or 
whaling, because tho persons engaged in 
those pnraaits consume large quantities of 
imported goods which pay heavy Custcms 
dnes, and this may be tho reason why tbo 
Government is apparently so apathetic or 
unwilling to getsettlera upon the land or 
to obtain tho one great necessary, tho 
immigration oC agricultural families; 
as though tho Govoruiuont of 
the country wero an institution foreign 
to the Colony, and its only duty or ne- 
cessity the raising of a large incomo to 

s support itself. That the revenue would 
be diminished somewbot may bo true ; 
and it ought to bejbecauso the amount of 
income from taxes is out of proportion to 
the number of people ; bat that it will 
fall off to a great extent is a fallacy. To 
send away $466,000 is sending away so 
mnch capital, and to bring it back again 
in the shape of food is very like paying 
26 per cent, interest additional to the 
Government upon our own money. Ttio 
Colony is ever comploining that nothing 
is done; no manafactores, no enterprises 
of any moment — ^evoryihing at a stand- 
still. How can ic be otherwiso when the 
capital which ought to be employed in 
these purposes is sent away to buy food, 
^ho consumption of which leaves no trace 
of improvement in tho country behind 
Year alter year the Colony has sent 
its half-million away : what has the 
millions of dollars raised in tho CoU 
cny from its commencement done for 
land ? All that can be seen aro a few 
roads and buildings ; and even these 
made vvith borrowed money —very like 
burning the candle at both endsl Now, 
if four hundred people by their labor pro- 
duced the $466,000 worth, it would be 
creating so'much capital annually; and as 
the food woold be in the country there 
would bo no necessity for sending S lfiG,- 
000 in gold out of the country to purchase 
it annuully, and equivalent to keeping in 
the sum, Tho farmers, who created I ho 
$■106,000, could not keep that money, but 
must spend somo to provide for Uioir 
necessities, such as (,'rocerics, housel)uil(h 
jng, saddl'iry and a hundred other things 
they requiro, and the remainder ilioy 
would lay out nt interest or invest it in 
6ome ■enterprise or undertaking, and thus 
l^ive rise to other industries enabling other 
classes of immigrants to live, whilst the 
money spent for their necessaries would 
encourage the moreaolito and mechanical 
interests, who in tbolr torn would be better 
off and probably increase in nambor. 
Id fact the production of this $46.6,000 
per annum would onablo ft great many 
oLLor people to exiwl iii tho Colony 
•who, by thoir labour, mi^lit pro- 
duce further capital and would bo tlm 
means of doing many things wbioh 
now cannot bo done, as tho gold would 
oirouluto through muny moro handrt 
before it ultimately lot't tho country 

ji^^xobangp for ortioios wo cannot pro- 
^oeo poVfloiveB. Now, then, na tbe 

impj^pa,\ipn pt fArmors would create 
^ W largo a oapUal not to be rejpBid by 

interesb and vsinking fand; tbjit 



capital to be tho moans of enabling 
many othora to live iu tbo Colony, it 
follows that, although tho Goveruraent 
might lose $76,000— its present income 
from the duties upon food— still tbo ad- 
lional population would consume a 
much greater quantity of other dutiable 
artioles and thus in a great measure 
make np the deficiency. This half 
million of , dollars' worth would be 
created annually, and although perish- 
able it would be exohanged for the im- 
perishable gold of the miner, another 
variety of/ production, and in this way 
the mines wonli be, made ot still 
and still greater benefit to the ooaotry, 
gold coin would oironlate more freely 
and bo more abundant year after 
year, and tho country become rich and 
prosporouH. o admit tho Govern- 
ment would have loss of it; but the 
remedy would be in its own hande.
